C h ic a g o , June 7th.—This is a bright, cool 
morning. The hotels and the city are mate­ 
rially depleted riuce Saturday of the crowd. 
r.ALLT IMPRESSIONS. 
At 10 o’clock the delegates are coming in 
slowly, and the galleries are rapidly filling 
up with sjiectators. Speculation as to the 
result to-day is very diverse. The Grant 
men profess confidence, but do r.ot look it. 
They admit that their vote will fall below 300 
on the first ballot, tut urge that it will in­ 
crease on subsequent roll-calls, and that they 
will win as soon as the friends of Sherman 
and the other nominees who are lower in the 
lists shall see that the contest is between 
Graut aud Blaine. The friends of the latter 
do not talk, hut appear equally confident of 
the result. It looks to-day as if tlieir vote 
might lead Grant’s on the first ballot, but no 
predictions would be tafe at the present con­ 
dition of affairs. 
CALLED TO ORDER. 
At 10:10 the Chair called the Convention to 
order. Prayer was rffered by Rev. Charles 
Hall Everest, of the Plymouth Congrega­ 
tional Church of Chicago. 
At the request of several delegates the fifth 
aud sixth resolutions of the platf.rm were 
read for information, there having been some 
misapprehension in regard to them in the 
public mind. 
Hale moved that the Convention proceed 
under the rules to ballot for a candidate for 
President. 
Conkling inquired whether, under the rules, 
it was not a matter of course to proceed to 
ballot without a motion. 
The Cbair said he did not so understand it, 
Conkling then seconded the motion. 
Hoar briefly addressed the Convention upon 
the importance of the proceedings about to 
be liad, aud counseling dignity, decorum 
and quiet by both delegates and spectators. 
The motion to proceed to ballot was then 
adopted.

The whole number of votes cast was 755 ; 
necessary to a choice, 37S—so there was no 
choice.

After the announement of the first ballot 
Campbell of West Virginia addressed the 
Chair, but was interrupted by the Chairman, 
who stated that under the rules the Chairman 
of each delegation must announce the vote of 
the delegation, and if any delegate (whether 
from the State or otherwise) questioned the 
correctness of the announcement the roll 
would bs called. If any question arose as to 
the right of any person to answer to that 
call, the Chair would rule upon it in the first 
instance, and direct the Secretary to proceed 
with the roll-call. If after the result was 
announced any delegate questioned its cor­ 
rectness, the question would be settled by the 
Conventioji. 
, 
After the second ballot the Chair announced 
that there was again no choice, but Grant’s 
advance of one vote was hailed with applause 
by his friends. 
The West Virginia case coming up again, 
the Chair ruled that nobody except the alter­ 
nate could answer for a delegate in his ab­ 
sence. 
After the announcement of the seventh 
ballot Harrison moved a recess until 3 o’clock. 
Lost by a large majority. 
On the eighth ballot one went from Blaine 
to Sherman in Virginia. 
On the tenth ballot, in Mississippi one 
went from Grant to Sherman. ' In North 
Carolina two followed from Grant to Sher­ 
man. In Virginia Sherman lost one, which 
was given to Rutherford B. Hayes. [Ap­ 
plause. ] 
Grant’s gain on the fifteenth ballot was 
greeted with applause, in which Conkling 
was conspicuous. 
Ou the sixteenth ballot only seven votes 
were cast from Florida when it was called, 
the single vote heretofore cast for Blaine be­ 
ing absent until too late to be recorded. 
When New York was called on the eigh­ 
teenth ballot, Arthur announced the vote a3 
Grant 50, Blame IS, Sherman 2. 
Sharpe rose and questioned the accuracy of 
the announcement, evidently for the purpose 
of having the roll called in detail, in order to 
ascertain wTio was the additional Blaine man. 
It proved to be Dennis McCarthy. 
A motion was here made to adjourn until 
7 P. M., which was carried. 
Evening Se-sion. 
C h ic a g o, June 7th.—The Convention was 
called to order at 7:23 P. M., with an immense 
crowd in attendance.

C h ic a g o, June 5th.—The following are the 
speeches made by those placing candidates in 
nomination : 
BLAINE’S NOMINATION BT JOT OF MICHIGAN. 
Joy of Michigan, in proposing the Dame of 
James G. Blaine of Maine, made a speech 
which called forth the wildest expressions of 
enthusiasm. He passed in rapid review the 
main events in Blaine’s political career, and 
declared that the man from Maine was the 
choice of Michigan and the Northwest. He 
spoke substantially as follows : 
.1 propose a man who has about him that 
wonderful power of attraction which half a 
century ago was possessed in a most eminent 
degree by another great man of this country, 
the great son of the great State of Kentucky 
—Henry Clay. On the second nomination of 
General Grant in 1872 he was called upon 
and traversed the country exercising his 
power, his ability and his eloquence for the 
cause of his country over the same extent of 
this Northern territory. He had become so 
well known, the people of the country had 
becoma so well acquainted with him, he had 
fastened them to him by attractions so great, 
that in the Convention which was held at 
Cincinnati four years ago he had become the 
leading candidate of the Northern people for 
the Presidency of the United States. He 
was the favorite candidate of the State 
which I represent in this Convention. Its 
delegates went to that Convention with a 
view of urging and securing, if it were possi­ 
ble, his nomination. He came within a few 
votes of success, when, for some reason, his 
column broke, and the result was another 
nomination, which had not been before the 
country. You all know the disappointment; 
you all know, jicrliaps, the astonishment 
which was created in some sections of the 
country at that result. By the State which 
I have the honor to represent upon this floor 
it was considered almost a calamity. To the 
individual members of the Republican party 
of that State they felt it almost as a personal 
blow. But while he might have been disap­ 
pointed, reasonably, iu tbe results, when 
the canvass camq aud whoa the fight was a 


close one, and when it was doubtful whether 
the Republicans would succeed in electing 
their candidate, although he had been re­ 
pudiated at the Convention, he buckled ou 
his harness and he entered the ranks ; he tra­ 
versed the country, he fought manfully, glori­ 
ously, vigorously, until the battle was won 
[applause], though by a small majority. The 
result was that he endeared himself te n fo ld 
more to the working Republicans of the 
Northwest than he had ever been before 
[“ Louder ]; and when this Convention w is 
called, the people of the State which I repre­ 
sent, and which had so earnestly advocated 
him before, determined again to place him 
before this Convention. I am but executing 
their wish when I do so. Now. gentlemen, 
I will say in regard to the State of Michigan! 
it is no doubtful State. It is a State which 
stands by its banner all the time. [Applause.] 
It will not matter so far as the vigor and the 
energy which that State will put into the 
contest, whether he be nominated here or 
not. We stand by the flag there, whoever 
may be the standard-bearer. With these re­ 
marks, gentlemen, longer than I intended, I 
have the honor to present to this Convention 
as the candidate for the Presidential chair for 
the ensuing term, to be voted for by the peo­ 
ple, the name of the Hon. James G. Blaine. 
The applause which followed increased for 
some time. Most of the delegates remained 
sitting for a few minutes, but as the audience 
became more enthusiastic, delegates rose to 
their feet and joined in a scene which rivaled 
that of the night before. 
p ix l e t 's s p e e c h , se c o n d in g t h e n o m in a ­ 
t io n . 
Pixley of California seconded the nomina­ 
tion of Blaine as follows : 
Mr. President aud gentlemen delegates : I 
have been assigned to the performance of a 
prominent duty by the choice cf my col­ 
leagues and the courtesy of the friends of 
Mr. Blaine. 1 have been accorded the privi­ 
lege of seconding his nomination as a candi­ 
date of the Republican party for the office of 
President of the United States. All the 
delegates of the Territories of Washington, 
Idaho and Arizona, the States of Oregon, 
Nevada and California, constituting the Em­ 
pire of the Pacific—a grander and prouder 
empire than the sun elsewhere shines u[>on— 
unite with me in the pleasure of this oppor­ 
tunity to second the nomination of Mr. 
Blaine, and will supplement the compliment 
by casting for him the united votes of ail 
of the delegates of the States and Territories 
of the Pacific coast. Our delegation, limited 
in number, represents an empire broad iu 
territorial area, extending with Alaska from 
the eternal ice of the north to the semi- 
tropical belt where the apple aud pine grow 
side by side; extending from ths wave- 
washed golden sounds of the western Bea to 
the rock ribbed mountains that separate but 
do not divide us from you, our Eastern 
friends; embracing a present wealth of gold 
and grain and wine aud wool, and 
an incalculable future wealth that will as­ 
tonish the world. It is a broad aud splendid 
domain. Its western shore looks eastward and 
to eastern lands. Its golden gates stand wide 
open to admit the rich commerce of the 
Orient, and to welcome the intercourse neces­ 
sary to its enjoyment. It is the future home 
of your children. It is the inheritance of 
your sons. It is the rich dower of your 
daughters, and because we think, and all our

Minnesota being called, E. F. Drake pre­ 
sented the name of William Windom of that 
State, which was also received with great 
but speedily-subsiding applause. He referred 
to him 83 a statesman of wide experience, 
who had served in thirty years of public life, 
and always with acceptability. He pledged 
the vote of Minnesota for whoever should be 
the nominee of this Convention. 
There was no seconding speech for Win­ 
dom. 
NOMINATION OF EDMUNDS. 
Vermont being called, Billings rose to put 
in nomination Edmunds, of that State. He 
said : 
Gentlemen of the Convention: 
That 
quiet State in New England, the earliest born 
into the Union after the old thirteen, whose 
people have always been loyal to liberty, 
enthusiastically urges the name of her most 
distinguished son as the fittest nominee to be 
inscribed upon the Presidential banner. Her 
delegates bring that message here of joy and 
pride, alike supreme because they know no 
State that has a better right to name a Re­ 
publican candidate, and that no State 
can name a better man.

Government under the administration of 
revolutionary Democracy [applause], and she 
longs fcr victory—the victory of patriotism 
at the polls, and the victory t f statesmanship 
after the polls. [Applause.] And she im­ 
plores this I onveution to Jet no unnecessary 
issues, to let no discords born of prejudice, to 
let no personal ambitions, to let no dissen­ 
sions, to let uo anything put that victory 
in peril. [Applause.] She pray* that you 
make that viclury secure by going straight to 
the conscience and the intelligence of the 
people, uot only by your platform, ringing 
with honor and honesty, from money clear up 
to human rights, but by putting on that plat­ 
form a candidate far better than the plat­ 
form, beeause known everywhere through the 
length and breadth of the laud as its very in- 
caruation—long tried ami never found want­ 
ing. [Great applause.] A candidate weak 
here now but strong everywhere, ha will 
unite the party, bring every independent 
to the line, 
and win recruits even 
from 
the enemy. 
That is victory 
here 
and 
now, 
victory 
for 
years 
to come. Any other course forebodes 
disaster and courts defeat for years to come. 
Such a candidate, healing all dissension, of 
wonderous ability, of aggressive integrity, of 
the largest experience in public affairs, of tho 
hi-heft statemanship, is that brave, clear, 
vigilant man on whom rests no shallow of re­ 
proach, to whom in every crisis in the coun­ 
cils of the nation we turn with joy and confi­ 
dence—the central figure and leader of the 
Senate, the foremost tyne and defender of 
what is best in the Republican faith, the ideal 
candidate seeking not the office, worthy of 
the best days of the republic, haviug the 
promise and the portents of victory. It is 
George F. Edmunds whom Vermont nomi­ 
nates for the Presidency, and, gentlemen, wef 
pray you to welcome this breeze from the 
Green Mountains. How quickly will it 
swell into a gale, and how surely will it 
sweep the land. [Applause.] 
Billings was followed5- by J. P.. Sanford of 
Massachusetts.

The Secretary then proceeded with the call 
of States until New York was reached. As 
that State was called, Conkling rose, ad­ 
vanced and took his place on a chair on the 
reporters’ table. His appearance was the 
signal for an outburst of applause which was 
simply terrific, and surpassed anything which 
had gone before. Tho scene was grand. 
Conkling stood perfectly unmoved, and sur­ 
veyed the excited mass of people. The ap­ 
plause laeted*eleven minutes. When Conk­ 
ling finally raised his hand, the hall became 
as still as death. The Senator said : 
I wish to express my own conviction that I 
rise to propooe a nomination with which tho 
Republican party can win. 
[Applause.] 
When asked where our candidate is from, we 
say he is fiom Appomatox. [Applause.] 
The next election will decide for many years 
whether this country is to be Republican or 
raossback. Ours is a candidate who can 
carry doubtful States in the South as well as 
the North. [Applause.] Believing that he 
more surely can carry New York against any 
opponent, and can carry some doubtful States 
iu the South as well as the North, New York 
is for Ulysses S. Grant. [A storm of ap­ 
plause. A flag bearing Grant’s portrait w as 
flung from the western gallery, evoking fresh 
plaudits.] Never defeated iu war or peace, 
his name is the moat illustrious borne by liv­ 
ing man. [Applause.] His services attest 
his greatness, and the world knows them by 
heart. [Applause.] No other man will be 
found in the future so much trusted. [Ap­ 
plause.] He never betrayed a cause or » 
friend. [Applause.] The people will never 
desert or betray him. [Applause.] Modest, 
firm, simple and self-possessed, having tilled 
all lands with his renown, he has seen the 
high-born and the titled and the lowly every­ 
where uncovering before him. 
[Great 
applause.] 
He has studied many sys­ 
tems of government, and has returned 
a better American 
than ever. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] During sixteen years, the most 
perilous in the nation’s history, he hts never 
tailed. [Shouts of “ That’s so.”] Villified 
not in other homes but in his own home, his 
hold has been strengthened on the public 
heart. [Applause.] The name of Grant [furi­ 
ous applause] will glitter as a bright diadem 
of the liepublic’s when those who have tried 
to tarnish that name have moldered in for­ 
gotten graves. [Applause.] Never elated by 
success, never depressed by misfortune, he 
has shown, in peace and war, the sublime 
genius of common sense. [Ajiplause.] Victor 
in the greatest war of modern times, he sig­ 
nalized nis distaste for war by bringing about 
arbitration between nations. 
[Applause.] 
When inflation was popular ar.d had swept 
both houses of Congress it was Grant’s veto 
which overthrew expansion and cleared the 
way for resumption. [Applause.] To him 
more than to any other man is due the fact 
that every paper dollar is now as good as gold. 
[Applause.] With him as a leader we will 
have no defensive campaign, nothing to ex­ 
plain away, no apologies to make. [Loud 
cheers.] The shafts and arrows aimed at him 
lie broken and harmless at his feet. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
The Senator’s time was up, but by g neral 
demand he continued, as follows:

THE CHIriESE

The amendment to the Chicago platfcr... 
proposed by i’arkerof Massachusetts v ould 
have 
committed the Republican party 
squarely tfi a thorough reform of the ci\il 
-service. 
The amendment was as follows : 
“ The Republican party, adhering to the 
“ principles affirmed by its last National 
“ Convention in respect to constitutional 
“ rules governing the appointment of offi- 
“ eers, adopts the declaration of President 
“ Hayes th at reform in the civil service 
“ shall be thorough, radical and complete. 
“ To that end is demanded the co-operation 
“ of the Legislative w ith the Executive 
“ Departments of the Government, and 
“ that Congress shall so legislate th at fit- 
“ ness, ascertained by proper practical 
“ tests, shall adm it to the public service ; 
“ th at the tenure of adm inistrative officers 
“ (except tl.osc through whom the distinc- 
“ tive policy cf the party in power shall 
“ be carried out) shall be made permanent 
“ during good behavior, and th at the power 
“ of removal for cause, w ith due responsi- 
“ biiity for the good conduct of subordin­ 
ates, stall accompany the power of ap- 
“ poiutm ent.” 
This resolution embodies 
a clear-cut and thorough policy of civil- 
servicc reform. 
The method proposed, 
if carried faithfully into practice, would 
in a short tim cj raise the civil service to 
a standard a3 high as th at of Great 
Britain, which Í3 now the best in the 
world. 
It would destroy the machine 
completely, and relegate to more legitimate 
and honest industries the thousands who 
now seek a precarious livelihood by lending 
themselves to the degradation of politics, 
and the defeat of the popular will through 
adroit manipulation. 
It is the strongest 
and clearest proposition th at has been 
brought forward in this connection, and 
its adoption would have 
honored the 
Convention 
and 
the 
party. 
But it 
was received with anything but enthusi­ 
asm, and it cannot be doubted th at the 
sentim ent of a great many delegates was 
quite faithfully represented in the blunt 
and outspoken statem ent of Stenigan, of 
Texas, who sa id : 
“ His State .had had 
“ enough of civil service reform. 
They 
“ were not here for the purpose of getting 
“ offices for the Democracy. 
\\ hat are we 
“ here for except to get office ? He had a 
“ great regard for th at motto of the Dem­ 
o c r a ts , 
‘To the victors belong the 
“ ‘spoils.’ 
If Republicans arc the victors, 
“ they are entitled to offices, and those 
“ who labor in the cause will get them, if 
11 justice is done.’' 
^ e sec here the 
plainest expression of the politician s creed. 
He looks upon politics as merely and 
simply a mode of getting olhce. 
He re­ 
gards the public service, which is neither 
more nor less than the machinery through 
the work of government is accomplished, 
as something to be fought for, and then to 
be divided, like any other plunder, among 
those who win it. 
The idea th at the 
American people have any rights in the 
premises, outside of party, has not oc­ 
curred to the politician. He docs not w ant 
any reform in the civil service, which is 
to say th at he does not want to secure 
efficiency, honesty, economy, in the peo­ 
ple’s work. 
He proposes th at the old 
corrupt and demoralizing 
scramble for 
office should continue, no m atter w hat it 
costs the country, and he refuses to do any- 
tl-.ing th a t will 
curtail 
the power oí 
patronage, or prevent Congressmen from 
putting unfit men in office. 


The Convention, however, evidently felV 
that it could not afford to vote down the 
Parker resolution, and so it did the next 
best thing, and emasculated it by striking 
out the 
clause 
demanding permanent 
tenure of office during good behavior, 
in 
refusing to adopt this proposition of course 
the significance of the whole plank was 
eliminated, for it is of the essence of civil 
service reform th at the tenure of office 
shall be made dependent upon good behav­ 
ior. 
There can be no reform so long as 
removal from office for political reasons is 
perm itted, since 
there can be no re­ 
form until the service is elevated ill Le» a 
career, and so made capable of attracting a 
better class of cindidatcs. 
To say we are 
in favor of reforming the civil service, but 
are not in favor of abolishing patronage, 
is absurd and contradictory.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 
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E x a m in a tio n s I n c r e a s e s e n d 


I n t e n s ifie s . 


The Board of Education last night resumed 
the investigation concerning the recent school 
examinations. 
The rooms of the Board were 
packed with people Saturday night—last 
night they were more than packed. 
Pack 
and jam are words which fail to express the 
density of the crowd, one half of which (and 
among th at half m any ladies) stood up from 
half past 7 until a quarter pas! 11 o’clock, 
rather than lose a word of tvhat was said. 
M r. Hornblower said he had beeu ap­ 
proached by m any citizens—some approving, 
some condemning his course. 
He looked 
upon the investigation as a very serious m at­ 
ter. 
To turn out Mr. M cDonald after twen­ 
ty years’ teaching is to blast him for life. 
H e (the speaker) was not there as his friend, 
hut as a sworn Director. 
He wanted exact 
justice done to the schools and the accused, 
nothing more. 
MU. ADAMS 
Desired to make a few remarks. 
He had 
been sent for at the Saturday night meeting, 
and came not of his own will. 
He held him­ 
self in readiness at any time to answer fully 
and perfectly the statem ents of .'.recto r 
Hornblower made 
Saturday 
night. 
He 
could, and would, if desired, show th at there 
is not a shadow of a foundation for the state­ 
ments made. 
He believed Mr. Hornblower 
believed what he said, but he could prove 
completely th at he was entirely m i-taken as 
to the facts he alleged. 
Mr. Hornblower—I will show by docu­ 
m entary evidence th at all J said was fact. 
M r. Adams said th at Grove L. Johnson 
had, r.t the Saturday night meeting, pro­ 
nounced the statem ent he (Adams) had made 
as untrue, ami th at the mat; quoted lied, etc. 
He went on at some length regaiding the 
m atter, 
addressing his 
rem arks 
to the 
question as to the truth of the statem ent, 
and finally said the citizen who told him 
what he had said was Add C. Hinkson, who 
was present, and he called on him to say if it 
was true. 
Mr. Tracy objected to the Board settling 
the question of veracity between Messrs. 
Johnson and Hiukson. 
The presence of the 
latter was equivalent, for the purposes of the 
case, to a statem ent th at he had told Mr. 
Adams w hat he had stated. 
The Board here resolved th at the rule of 
the Board for the night he the hearing of 
testimony relative to the competency of Mr. 
McDonald as a teacher. 


C. W. HANCOCK 
Then addressed the Board, and said that as 
the whole m atter had grown uut of his card in 
th e R kco rd-U .n io n 
_ 
Mr. Tracy—Allow me to correct you. This 
Board had determined to investigate before 
your card appeared. 
" Mr. Hancock—I take th at back, then. 
The reim rter will not take it, please. 
A debate here took place between Mr. 
Hancock and Mr. Hornblower concerning 
the manner in which he should present 
charges, and whether statem ents in the card 
of the former should be referred to, etc. 
H e 
was finally perm itted to proceed. 
H e said

M r. Hornblow er objected, as the official 
records are the best evidence. 
The Board, on motion of Mr. Tracy, per­ 
mitted Mr. Hancock to proceed. 
M r. Hancock—The class of 1877-8 was 63 
in number. 
Of th at num ber eight passed un­ 
conditionally. 
The rest were promoted by 
other means. 
Mr. M cDonald was not then 
teacher, but Principal. 
The class of 1878-9 
numbered 83, and only twelve or fifteen 
giaduated unconditionally. 
The others who 
were promoted were 
promoted by other 
means. 
The class of this year numbei :-d 55, 
and ail b ut eleven th at were promoted were 
promoted by other means than unconditional 
graduation. 
A s to the year I s-17-8, he be­ 
lieved Mr. M cDonald was in some sense a 
teacher. 
Ho had supct vision of edl the 
classes. 
M r. Hancock then pn ‘posed to prove 
th at the m arking of the recent class e f the 
first grade was correct, th at the class was nut 
intim idated, and th at the questions were not 
too difficult. 
He pr posed to call witnesses 
to prove these facts. 
They m ight or might 
not be deemed experts, as the Board should 
judge. 
lie desired to ask Mr. M cDonald 
some questions. 
Mr. Johnson, in behalf of Mr. McDonald, 
said the latter declined 1 1 reply until he 
should make his own statem ent. 


M r. Hinkson proposed to introduce pupils 
of the class. 
M r. Tracy said the pupils differed as to the 
question of embarrassment, and therefore 
all hearsay statem ents by them should lie 
excluded. 
M r. Johnson said in behalf of M r. M cDon­ 
ald he should introduce pupils. 
The Chair held th at pupils were competent 
witnesses. 
M rs. Folger (to M r. Johnson)—As pupils 
came to her with questions during the exam­ 
ination she se n t‘them to M r. Brier for an­ 
swers, as he was presiding examiner. 
Per­ 
haps two or more came. 
She charged the 
position of one pupil who was, she thought, 
watching the work of another. 
Mr. Johnson offered to prove th at witness 
is a sister-in-law of Mr. Hancock, and said 
th at his theory was th at the whole m atter 
sprang from the High School and feeling felt 
there. 
H e had heard that witness saw and 
advised the card of M r. Hancock prior to 
publication. 
Mr. Hinkson said the m atter did not spring 
from the High School. 
The President said the H igh School was 
not on trial. 
Air. Johnson Baid the actions of some 
spoke of their impression th at the High 
School is on trial. 
The Chair held th at the H igh School was 
not on trial, and th at til m atters relative to 
it should be ruled out. 
W itness (to Air. Tracy)—The young lady 
she spoke to was not disconcerted. 
She hail 
received a call from her since and made no 
complaint. 
She bad told the young ladies to 
hold their work so th at none could see it, as 
one looking up can scarcely avoid seeing Work 
on a desk near by. 
(To Air. H inkson)—H ad 
taught many years Here aud in New York. 
She deemed the examination questions fair 
tests. 
She prepared some of them. 


E. C. ATKINSON, 
Principal of the Busine.-s College, was called. 
H e had seen the questions spoken of. 
He 
objected to testifying. 
H e was a mere spec­ 
tator. 
H e took no part in the m atter; had 
no prejudice against one or predisposition for 
auother. 
Being pressed, witness said he bad 
been twenty-one years a teacher, 
líe did 
not know exactly what is required of a first 
grade in the Gram m ar School. 
H ad once 
seen the course of study, but not thor­ 
oughly. (H e asked questions relative to it, and 
was answered oy the Superintendent in detail.) 
Question 1 is a simple one in division of 
decimals, the second part is in complex frac­ 
tions, nothing intricate except the signs di vid- 
ing the quantities. 
The principle is one to be 
thoroughly understood, and if so the problem 
will not be difficult. 
Num ber 3 involves per­ 
centage ; it is simple ; find the size of the 
after shrinkage, take it from the size before, 
and give the superficial contents. 
In the 
next one the cost is the base, 25 per cent, 
added will give the amount received, which is 
75 per cent, of the asking price. 
Num ber 5 
he regarded as intricate, especially for au im­ 
m ature mind. 
F or such scholars as he sup­ 
posed in the first grade he would leave that 
question out. 
The seventh example is an 
average example iti analysis, not difficult. 
The sixth example he worked out mentally 
in detail. Air. Johnson desired it taken down, 
as Air.

The ninth 
is a question in taxe3. 
This might raise a 
question as to whether the collector is to re­ 
ceive commission on his commission. 
To 
him it was cle ar; it m ight not be to the 
pupil. 
Robinsons arithm etic has an ex in- 
ple* like it, and works it incorrectly. 
The 
tenth is a fair test of a student’s ability as to 
commission. 
Question three is the simplest 
of the ten. 
Scholars of fair capacity, begin­ 
ning with counting in the eighth grade, tak ­ 
ing up the progressive practical arithm etic 
in the second grade, aud completing it in the 
first, ought to get 70 per cent, on the ten 
questions. This opinion he gave reluctantly. 
H e required his pupils to gt t 80 per cent, of 
such test* on graduating.
